State  University,  is  somewhat  concerned  about  its  stand- 
ing in  the  Skyline  Conference. 

A recent  editorial  appearing  in  the  “Student  Life,” 
USU’s  student  newspai)er,  admoished  the  students  to  show 
a desire  to  enter  the  conference  by  conducting  themselves 
in  a sportsmanlike  manner  at  games. 

TO  QUOTE  the  editorial,  “There  isn’t  an  intelligent 
USU  supporter  who  wants  to  see  the  Aggies  forced  into 
independency  thi*ough  not  being  accepted  as  fit  opponents 
for  otiier  teams  in  the  region.  Granted,  Utah  State  has  been 
told  tliat'the  major  reasons  for  not  being  accepted  are  a 
combination  of  several  things  including  academic  s^ndards, 
and  the  assertion  that  the  school  doesn’t  have  the  money 
or  local  support  to  compete  on  a level  with  the  other  schools 
now  in  the  conference.” 

“Both  of  these  reasons  are  absurd,”  says  the  editorial. 
“If  sentiment  in  Utah  and  the  neighboring  states  was  unan- 
imously in  favor  of  USU  being  included,  we  would  be.” 

“ONE  OF  THE  HARDEST  strikes  against  us  is  the 
way  rival  ball  teams  are  treated  when  they  venture  to  Lo- 
gan,” it  said. 

We  at  BYU,  having  had  an  unpleasant  experience  with 
USU  last  year  after  a basketball  game,  are  happy  to  see 
that  some  students  at  USU  are  making  an  effort  to  create 
a sportsmanlike  atmosphere  for  visiting  teams. 

We  do  not  claim  that  all  students  at  BYU  are  good 
sports  when  we  lose  a game,  but  we  do  enjoy  a good  game, 
won  or  lost,  and  we  appreciate  playing  a school  which  has 
the  team  apd  the  studentbody  to  make  it  a good  game. 

We  again  congratulate  certain  USU  students  for  their 
efforts  to  secure  their  place  in  the  Skyline  Conference,  and 
we  hope  that  in  the  future  both  schools  will  be  able  to  meet 
for  athletic  events  in  an  atmosphere  which  is  conducive  to 
good  sportsmanship.

After  summarizing  the  posi- 
tion of  Dr.  Andrus  and  his  op- 
ponents, he  then  launches  into 
the  nebulous  blue  on  a personal 
tangent. 

IN  THE  FIRST  place,  by 
classifying  through  inference 
both  Dr.  Larson  and  Mr.  Per- 
kins as  “liberal”  is  arbitrary 
and  based  on  one  or  two  state^ 
ments  at  the  most. 

I am  sure  both  men  would  dis- 
like being  placed  in  either  the 
liberal  or  the.  conservative  camp 
on  the  basis  of  any  one  or  two 
statements. 

For  some  reason,  Mr.  Daines 
seems  to  accept  the  proposition 
as  almost  a foregone  conclusion 
that  man’s  “physical  and  mater- 
ial security”  may  be  improved 
by  the  “institutionalizing  of 
state  programs  oriented  to  this 
end.”

IF  MR.  DAINES  wishes  to 
attack  the  liberal  on  the  eco- 
nomic level,  I wish  he  would  do 
so,  rather  than  soaring  to  the 
lofty  heights  of  morality. 

He  states:  “Although  he  (the 
liberal)  may  pay  lip-service  trib- 
ute to  the  greater  need  of  man, 
he  is  almost  entirely  motivated 
by  the  lessor  (needs).” 

To  thus  categorize  a man’s 
loyalty  and  service  to  God  sole- 
ly by  whether  he  is  liberal  or 
conservative  is  far  too  much  out 
of  line  to  be  allowed  to  pass. 

I AM  SURE  that  Mr.  Daines 
could  fulfill  his  physical  needs 
by  working  five  hours  a week.
